money is the church that 
loses out spiritually.

1000 miles from where I am 
and shout and testify again 
like I have when I was there? 

Brother and sister—God 
bless, you our church is not a 
church in which we can pay 
our worthy pastors like we 
would like to, and thank God 
also, our pastors are not the 
kind that want filthy lucra 
filched from the public in the 
unseemly manner we have 
outlined here. 

Now I would mention the 
word that tells the financial 
system in the Church of God, 
but you know what it is al- 
ready and have heard it so 
much thatI guess some of 
you are tired of hearing it.
